Hillsborough leaves 
us hoping the world 
is a better place 

There have been some attempts to 
explain Hillsborough to the younger 
members of the Scoles clan this week. 

There have been those casual half- 
interested inquiries children make when 
they don’t notice they are learning some¬ 
thing. 

“What was Hillsborough about?” and 
so on along a trail of innocent questions 
that followed the obvious route through 
the facts: “why didn’t they help them?” 
and “why has it taken so long?” 

It’s amazing how quickly it gets hard to 
answer those questions. 

You are very conscious of every word 
shaping their world view. 

It’s a measure of the true scale of the 
damage done by the disaster and by the 
attempts to cover it up. It is already mak¬ 
ing the next generation question their 
trust of the forces of law and order. 

The idea of any attempt at a cover up 
must seem ludicrous to young football 
fans who see the archive news footage 
and are used to a world where it would 
be everywhere instantly. 

( There was no social media 
at the time to force the 
undeniable truth in front of — 
people " 


There was no social media at the time 
to force the undeniable truth in front of 
people, share expertise in minutes and 
be asking the right questions within 
hours. 

It is hard to imagine, with the wide 
open entertainment venues that are 
modern stadiums, the frisson of danger 
that surrounded any visit to a football 
match back then. 

The ebb and flow of the crowds was 
part of it. Confrontations were part of it. 

No-one envisaged the horror of the 
Hillsborough disaster before it hap¬ 
pened, and no-one wanted it to happen, 
but it can be understood in terms of 
crowd control mistakes and poor stadi¬ 
um design. 

It’s so much harder to understand the 
senseless cruelty of the cover up, the 
paper thin lies and the additional hurt 
inflicted on the families of victims and 
survivors. 

Let us hope the world is a better place 
now.

Two businessmen make rich list

Two Northamptonshire- 
based companies have 
helped propel two business¬ 
men into this year’s 
Midlands Asian Rich List. 

Both Anil Aggarwal, who is 
a director of Barker Shoes in 
Earls Barton, and Nadir 
Lalani, whose family are 
behind the 99p Stores Ltd, 
have made the honours. 

Mr Aggarwal, 55, is worth 
£370 million and was 
named number three in the 
list. 

He has a reputation as a 
low-key figure and is not to 
be mistaken with his name¬ 
sake in India who founded 
the Vedanta mining firm. 

But Mr Aggarwal seems to 
let his track record do the 
talking. The businessman is 
a director of Barker Shoes, a 
firm which was established 
in 1880. He joined the board 
of the historic manufactur¬ 
ing company in 2005. 

He founded iEnergizer, a 
back-office service compa¬ 
ny in Uttar Pradesh, north¬ 
ern India, that floated on 
the Alternative Investment 


Market after being founded 
in 2010. 

It employs more than 
12,000 employees and oper¬ 
ates in six continents. 

Sara Latham, a former 
adviser to former US presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton and 
former-British prime minis¬ 
ter Tony Blair, is chairwom¬ 
an of the company. 

Mr Aggarwal was appoint¬ 
ed as interim executive 
director of iEnergizer Ltd in 
September last year. 

He served as the chief 
executive officer of iEner¬ 
gizer Limited until 2014 
where he was primarily 
responsible for business 
development, strategy and 
overall growth. 

Mr Lalani is worth £45m 
and is number 20 in the list. 

His family is behind the 
99p stores chain and had 
seen it grow at a phenome¬ 
nal rate since its inception 
in 2001 in Holloway, north 
London. 

In 2014, the family sold 
99p stores to Poundland for 
£55m; that deal has been

Police op snares 
100 bad drivers

One hundred drivers were 
stopped in just three hours 
during a police operation on 
a busy road. 

Officers pulled over 
motorists on the A4500 
Wellingborough Road in 
Westone, Northampton, last 
Friday as part of a crackdown 
on ‘fatal four’ offences - 
which include speeding, 
drink-driving, misuse of 
mobile phones while driving 
and failing to use seatbelts. 

During the operation 100 
drivers were stopped and

spoken to for a number of 
reasons including failing to 
wear a seatbelt, reaching 
speeds as high as 41mph in a 
30mph zone and texting 


while driving. One particular 
driver was found to be speed¬ 
ing, using his mobile phone 
and failing to wear a seatbelt. 

Some drivers were also 
spoken to about vehicle 
defects. 

In total, officers spoke to 76 
drivers about speeding, eight 
for mobile phone use or other 
distractions, 14 for failing to 
wear a seatbelt and two for a 
combination of these. 

Wellingborough Road was 
chosen due to the number of 
collisions that have taken 
place there. There have been 
41 on the road in the last 
three years alone.

Social services 
‘has improved’

Children’s services in 
Northamptonshire have 
‘improved across all 
areas’ and are no longer 
rated inadequate, an 
Ofsted report has 
revealed, enabling the 
department to split off 
into a mutual trust 
within a year. 

Yesterday the county’s 
under-fire children’s 
services climbed out of 
its inadequate Ofsted 
rating from 2013, with a 
new report rating it as 
‘requires improvements 
to be good’, while noting 
it has ‘improvements 
across all areas’. 

Had the children’s 
services - which was put 
into special measures 
after the previous report 
- failed to gain this 
rating, then the 
Government would have 
stepped in to take over 
the department. 

However, the 41-page 
Ofsted report reveals 
that despite improve¬ 
ments, more must be 
made - especially to 
reduce the 43 per cent of 
500 plus social workers 
drafted in from agencies. 


Also among the 17 
recommendations made 
is to ensure all children 
identified as ‘in need’ 
benefit from ‘timely, 
regular and thorough 
assessments of their 
needs’. 

It also states the 
department needs to 
strengthen arrange¬ 
ments for children who 
go missing, increase the 
availability and range of 
local placements and 
improve the 

response to 

homelessness 
for 16 to 18 year 
olds. 

As for 

improvements 
made, it noted 
‘services have 
improved across 
all areas of the 
child’s journey’, and a 
‘substantial’ amount of 
work has been done to 
improve support for 
looked after children. 

But the improvements 
come at a cost, with 
£62m having been 
injected into the depart¬ 
ment in the past three 
years - £3m short of the 
total of savings the entire 
authority needs to make 
in 2016/17. 

But Alex Hopkins, the 


director of children’s 
services, said: “I’m not 
sure we are going to need 
anything of the same 
kind of scale. . .I’d hope 
the resources we have 
now is sufficient, looking 
into future years.” 

As a result of the 
improved rating, Mr 
Hopkins said plans will 
now go ahead to move 
the children’s services 
over to a new council- 
owned trust, 
which would be 
completed by 
April next 
year. 

He said 
the trust 
would offer 
more attrac¬ 
tive contracts 
to bring in 
permanent staff, 
thus addressing the 
Ofsted recommendation 
to reduce the amount of 
agency staff. 

Reflecting on the 
result, Mr Hopkins 
added: “While an impor¬ 
tant milestone, this does 
not mark the end of our 
improvement journey 
and we will continue to 
improve and deliver 
services for children and 
young people that we 
can all be proud of.”

Councillor calls for 
referendum on St 
James power plant 

A planning application for the 
proposed St James Waste-to-Energy 
Plant, which would tower over 
Northampton, will be submitted at 
a full 

Northamptonshire 
County Council 
meeting in June. 

But a Labour council¬ 
lor who is against the 
idea, will be submitting 
a motion at the meeting 
calling for independent 
information and a 
referendum on the plan. 

Labour County 
Councillor Gareth Eales 
{pictured), said: “With the 
meeting being in June, it 
may well cause some people 
anxiety, as concerned residents will 


think they are losing valuable time 
to have their say. 

“However, June will allow the 
planning application to be submit¬ 
ted and the all the details of it to be 
analysed. 

“There is then time for the ever¬ 
growing community opposition to 
this proposed plant, to organise and 
get significant numbers of speakers 
to attend that full council and 
address it, giving their 
views to councillors. 
Equally residents that may 
be in favour of the plant 
can also have their say. 

“Furthermore, it allows 
the public consultation 
to commence and for the 
resident anticipated 
ineptitude that will 
show to be exposed by 
the terms of this 
motion. 

“The critical points 
the motion calls for 
are a form of referendum, 
independent information sharing 
and a commitment that no final 


planning hearing (provisionally 
looking like October) should be 
scheduled until the terms of the 
motion has been fulfilled. Rolton 
Kilbride has previously made some 
clear commitments to the local 
community about respecting resi¬ 
dent views and being transparent - 
they now have to effectively deliver 
on those commitments, so the baton 
is now well and truly with them.”

The Door Studio 
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Striking doctors 
cause disruption

Scores of junior doctors in 
the county joined thousands 
of their colleagues across 
England in walking out on 
Tuesday and Wednesday in 
the first all-out strike in the 
NHS’s history. 

Dozens of junior doctors 
walked out of both routine 
and emergency care at 
Northampton General 
Hospital (NGH) and Kettering 
General Hospital (KGH) from 
8am to 5pm on both days, in 
the latest row over new 
contracts. 

The strike, which was also 
being carried out over issues 
including levels of care in the 
NHS and Saturday premium 
pay, led to widespread 
disruption as hundreds of 


appointments and opera¬ 
tions were cancelled. 

At NGH, 349 outpatient 
appointments and 46 proce¬ 
dures for inpatient and day 
patients had to be cancelled. 

Meanwhile at KGH, 442 out¬ 
patient appointments and 
200 routine operations were 
also cancelled. 

Fortunately, consultants 
and other medical staff at 
both hospitals continued to 
work throughout the strike. 

But one junior doctor who 
formed part of the picket line 
outside NGH on Tuesday said 
the strike action was still 
worthwhile. 

GP Malik Mordi said: “We 
are striking today because 
the Government has called 
for seven day services but not 
given us any indication of 
how they are going to 


resource it. Currently 
resources are stretched and if 
we are going to spread our 
junior doctors over seven 
days we are going to open up 
gaps in the service which is 
going to result in more patient 
harm.” 

At KGH the picket line of 
doctors told how the walk out 
was not just about contracts, 
but a battle to save the NHS 
and keep it free for all. 

Tom Ankers said: “I think 
you have to look at the bigger 
picture. We are trying to 
protect the NHS. From our 
perspective we are facing a 
shortage of doctors and we 
are not being supported by 
the government. It was with a 
very heavy heart I decided to 
strike, but we can only hope 
the health secretary comes to 
the negotiating table.”

The world’s top 10 professional cycling 
teams will head to Northamptonshire 
this summer when the Aviva Women’s 
Tour rides through the county, it was 
announced on Tuesday, marking 50 days 
to go until the race gets underway. 

The first stage of the big cycling event 
starts in Suffolk on Wednesday, June 15 
with the final stage taking place in 
Northamptonshire on Sunday, June 19 - 
crossing from Northampton to Kettering.

Pre-teen victim 
of revenge porn

Girls as young 12-years-old 
and women as old as 
47-years-old have been vic¬ 
tims in Northamptonshire of 
revenge porn. 

Revenge porn refers to the 
act of an ex- partner or cur¬ 
rent partner who purpose¬ 
fully distributed images or 
videos of a sexual nature 
without the other person’s 
consent or knowledge. 

In April, 2015, it became an 
offence to share private sexu¬ 
al photographs or films with¬ 
out the subject’s consent. 
Social media including 
Facebook, Twitter, Instagram, 
Snapchat and Whatsapp have 
been used to distributed 
these videos or images. 

Cyber stalking or adult digi¬ 
tal abuse can take the form of 
identity theft, tracking soft¬ 
ware, vandalism, harass¬ 
ment, solicitation for sex, 
threats, defamation/slander 
and using the internet to 
commit fraud. Between April 
2015 and March 2016, of the 
31 stalking offences reported 
to police, 13 of these were 
cyber stalking offences. In 10

of these offences the victims 
were female. Three offences 
related to male victims. 

Last year, 

Northamptonshire Police 
launched a pioneering 
approach to tackle cyber 
stalking and online abuse. 

Detective Superintendent 
Steve Lingley, Head of Crime 
and Safeguarding, said: “The 
risk of becoming a victim of 
online crime is now greater 
than ever and online stalking 
is one of those risks. 


“We are committed to safe¬ 
guarding victims whether 
that is on the streets or online. 
“Through the hard work of 
the Cyber Crime Unit we have 
developed our digital capa¬ 
bility to protect those who are 
most at risk by helping to pre¬ 
vent them from becoming 
victims of cyber stalking and 
where necessary bringing 
offenders to justice.”

Where Eliot wrote verse 



TS Eliot is one of poetry’s 
biggest hitters who’s had a huge 
cultural impact. His Old 
Possum’s Book of Practical Cats 
inspired mega musical Cats, the 
TS Eliot Prize is Britain’s 
biggest poetry competition and a 
few years back, Eliot topped an 
online BBC poll to find the 
Nation’s Favourite Poet. 

US-born Thomas Stearns Eliot 
settled here in 1915 and worked 
as a schoolteacher before joining 
the publishers Faber and Faber 
where he promoted home-grown 
poets including W.H. Auden, 
Stephen Spender and Ted 
Hughes. 

His notoriously unhappy first 
marriage to Vivien Haigh-Wood 
was said to have inspired The 
Waste Land, one of the 20th 
century’s greatest poems. After 
her death, Eliot moved to 
Kensington Court Gardens in 
1957 with second wife Valerie 
Fletcher, a secretary at Faber 
and Faber. 

The marriage was criticised 
not only because it was kept a 


secret from everyone but her 
parents, but at the time Eliot was 
68 and his bride only 30. A heavy 
smoker, Eliot lived in the 
building until he died in 1965, 
where his widow remained until 
her death in 2012. 

On the market for £5.75m, the 
five-bedroom mansion house 
apartment is one of the largest 


lateral flats in the area, 
stretching into the building next 
door. Although boasting a grand 
formal reception room with 
ornate fireplace, along with an 
informal reception room and 
bedrooms with high ceilings and 
large windows, it could do with a 
complete overhaul.

Rural retreat of a rock legend 



DURING the 1980s Ronnie Lane, 
bass player and founding 
member of the 1960s super band 
Small Faces, developed multiple 
sclerosis. But despite being 
broke and unable to earn a 
living, his celebrity pals rallied 
around him. 

In 1983 Eric Clapton, Jeff 
Beck, Jimmy Page and members 
of the Rolling Stones got 
together to hold special charity 
concerts. And in 1996 an album, 
A Tribute to the Small Faces: 
Long Agos and Worlds Apart, 
featuring Paul Weller, Primal 
Scream, the Buzzcocks and 
Ocean Colour Scene raised 
£50,000 for Lane. However, he 
ended up living in poverty in 
Texas and died a year later aged 
51. 

Lane wrote classic hits 
including Lazy Sunday and 
Itchycoo Park. He went on to 
form the Faces, belting out the 
hit Stay With Me with Rod 
Stewart. 

After moving to a farm on the 


Welsh borders, Lane enjoyed 
visits from his rock and roll 
friends, and locals remember 
impromptu performances in 
pubs with Eric Clapton, Keith 
Richards, Mick Jagger and Bill 
Wyman. There are also stories of 
Elton John and Lemmy from 
Motorhead travelling down to 
use Lane’s recording studio. 

His 1976 album One For The 
Road featured a panoramic 
photograph of his house which, 
although now looking somewhat 


different to the picture, is up for 
sale at £350,000 and needs a 
makeover. 

The three-bedroom stone 
cottage in Hyssington, near 
Shrewsbury, has a lounge, 
kitchen/diner, pantry, 
conservatory, stables, garden 
with orchard, paddock and 
separate outbuilding that once 
housed the recording studio.

MOCKED by some hard-hearted 
critics, the film Notting Hill is 
undoubtedly a bit cheesy but 
was the highest grossing British 
film of 1999. 

Audiences lapped up the 
rom-com’s on-off relationship 
between famous actress Anna 
(Julia Roberts) and tongue-tied 
William (Hugh Grant,) a lonely 
divorced bloke who shares his 
house with a wacky Welshman 
called Spike - the role which 
made Rhys Ifans a star. 

They fall in love after the 
Hollywood A-lister wanders into 
his independent travel bookshop, 
and ends with her tear-jerking 
proclamation: “I’m just a girl, 
standing in front of a boy, asking 
him to love her.”

speed power transmission units 
and low mode. Leather seats with 
dual tone tangerine/pearl stitch¬ 
ing, 8.4-inch touchscreen radio, 
bi-xenon headlamps, heated 
steering wheel and dual pane 
panoramic sunroof, are among 
the standard equipment. 

The Wrangler has received 
similar treatment boasting a

The second generation Honda 
HR-V aims to stake a strong 
claim for the Japanese brand in 
the growing compact crossover 
market. 

This time round, it’s more 
spacious and better equipped to 
take on segment leaders like 
Nissan’s Juke and Renault’s 
Captur. 

Buyers can choose from 
either a 1.5 petrol unit or a 1.6 
diesel, both sending drive to the 
front wheels. It looks good and 
deserves to do very well. 

Honda has ditched any 
pretence that this HR-V is a 
go-anywhere vehicle, offering it 
solely in front-wheel drive guise. 

The body is extremely rigid 
due to a high percentage of 
high-tensile steel, and this in turn 
helps isolate the suspension to 
do its job properly. 

Honda has concentrated on 
refinement, optimising aerody¬ 
namics to reduce wind noise at 
speed. The HR-V also employs a 
highly efficient acoustic insulation 
package. 

Honda reckons the MK2 
model HR-V combines the 
‘personality of a coupe with 
the solid stance of an SUV’ and 
they’re not too far wrong. 

Think of it as a shrunken BMW 
X6 in appeal and you’re not too 


far off the mark. The design is 
neat and interesting, with 
hidden rear door handles, deeply 
sculpted lower body panels and 
a CR-V-style front grille, head¬ 
lamps and pointed taper at the 
rear side window line. 

The cabin features quality 
materials, with a soft-touch 
dash top accented with brushed 
chrome and black inlays. 

Unlike its predecessor, this HR- 
V’s quite spacious inside. As well 
as splitting 60/40, the rear bench 
seat backs can fold forward as 
the seat base lowers to create 
a long, flat floor. The front and 
rear passenger seat backs can 
also fold forward to a horizontal 
position to accommodate longer 
items. 

Its styling is neat and despite 
the sloping roofline, practicality 
looks well up to par. It’s certainly 
a good deal more affordable and 
edgier than a CR-V Of course, 
Honda has been here before 
with the HR-V but has learned 
lessons from that first generation 
model. 

This time round, the brand has 
appreciated the need for real 
substance behind the style. With 
this in place, the HR-V will 
continue to appeal even if some¬ 
thing fresher and more fashion¬ 
able comes along. Job done.

Northampton’s 1-1 draw at Yeovil Town on 
Saturday increased their unbeaten run to 
a new club record of 22 league games. 
Ahead of this weekend’s championship 
coronation v Luton Town I look how each 
player has contributed to the champion¬ 
ship-winning campaign. 

Adam Smith: Football League Team of 
the Year goalkeeper could well go on to 
become the club’s first £1 million player. A 
superb season. 

Brendan Moloney: Defending is perhaps 
this right-back’s weakest element but more 
than makes up for it with marauding runs 
forward. Key player in Chris Wilder’s coun¬ 
ter attacking style. 

Zander Diamond: Not getting any young¬ 
er but a rock in Town’s defence this season. 
A player to rely on and good experience to 
play alongside Rod McDonald. 

Rod McDonald: Concrete Rod has pro¬ 
gressed at a staggering rate since joining 
from non-league. Still has the odd mistake 
in him but emerged as a first choice centre 
back. 

Ryan Cresswell: Things just haven’t gone 
well this season for Ryan. Although he is a 
good defender, he has struggled to get into 
the side with Diamond and McDonald per¬ 
forming well. 

Luke Prosser: Not set the world alight 
since joining on loan. Looks a tidy player 
when given time on the ball, but ponderous 
under pressure. 

Dave Buchanan: Would be a popular 
choice for player of the season. ‘Mr 7 out of 
10’ is super consistent with a great work 
ethic. Needs to sign a new long-term con¬ 
tract ASAP. 

Josh Lelan: Probably done just about 
enough to be retained as a reserve right 
back on a cheap contract. 

John-Joe O’Toole: Named in PFA League 
Two Team of the Year and standout in the 
Cobblers midfield. His long term contract 
seems a great decision from Wilder. Will 


handle League One no problem. 

Joel Byrom: In and out of the Cobblers’ 
side but on his day a key component of 
Northampton’s success. Can pick a pass 
and keeps Town’s play ticking over. 

Danny Rose: Stepped up ably at the latter 
end of the season and gives Byrom good 
competition. An honest player who has fit¬ 
ted into the midfield well. 

Jason Taylor: Always done a good job 
when called upon but his physical style is 
less suited to a Town side that can now play 
a bit. Deserves to be starting elsewhere. 

Lawson D’Ath: Not built on his fantastic 
first season at Sixfields but a player in there 
for sure and worth a place alone for his 
work rate. Better defensively than other 
wingers. 

Ricky Holmes: What can you say about 
this man? Cobblers pocket rocket has been 
sensational and looks Championship level. 

Nicky Adams: Came good at the end of 
the season but needs to find consistency 


throughout. Worth a place for his set pieces 
alone. 

Alfie Potter: Struggled badly with injuries 
but pace matches well with Town’s coun¬ 
ter-attacking ambitions. Worth sticking 
with but needs to up his game. 

Sam Hoskins: Rapid, mobile attacker but 
still not sure if he’s a striker or a midfielder. 
Needs to be put on shooting practice to up 
his finishing rate. 

Marc Richards: Best forward in League 
Two on his day but another season ended 
with injury. Banking on him is a gamble 
but too good to discard. Good club man 
too. 

John Marquis: The sort of player Cobblers 
fans love, works his backside off and has 
that Millwall menace. Another that could 
score more goals. 

James Collins: Clearly capable but his all 
round game not there at present. Would 
like to see him with a pre-season in him but 
are there better players out there? 



Wilder still focused 
on winning ahead 
of party at Sixfields 

The enormity of Northampton Town’s achieve¬ 
ment in winning League Two by a street will 
only hit home after they are presented with the 
trophy after Saturday’s match against Luton 
Town according to manager Chris Wilder. 

It has been a campaign where the records 
have tumbled on the pitch with, finally, some 
progress off it after Kelvin Thomas came to the 
club’s rescue with them on the brink of going 
into administration. 

Now Sixfields, with its East Stand coming 
along nicely after all those delays, is set for a 
record attendance in seeing Wilder’s men 
crowned champions after claiming the 
Cobblers’ first league title since 1987. 

Wilder said: “When you’re in the middle of it 
and, obviously, coming to the back end of it, I 
don’t think we realise where we’ve come and 
what we’ve achieved because you’re just 
focused on winning games.

“These next two weeks are going to be some 
two weeks and we want to get the maximum 
out of it by playing well and by celebrating as 
well because these seasons don’t come around 
every year.”

Northamptonshire were unable to bat out the 
final day at Chelmsford as they were thrashed 
by an innings and 92 runs in their second 
game of the County Championship season. 

A catastrophic start to their first innings on 
Tuesday was to leave them in a hole they were 
unable to climb out of as they were reduced to 
6-4 in less than seven overs before lunch on 
the third day. 

Forced to follow-on, the visitors went into the 
final day on 128-4, still requiring another 194 
runs to even make Essex bat again with just six 
wickets left. 


But Netherlands all-rounder Ryan ten 
Doeschate was to hammer the final nail in the 
coffin by taking 4-31 to bowl Northants out for 
230 and settle a match that they would like to 
forget. 

They had chosen to bowl first, but were made 
to regret this as Essex’s top order dominated 
the opening day with England Test captain 
Alastair Cook making a watchful 65. 

This went alongside half centuries for Nick 
Browne (60) and Tom Westley (64) and there 
was further frustration the as heavy rain 
wiped out most of the second day with the 
hosts closing on 351-3. 

Ravi Bopara and 18-year-old Dan Lawrence 
then ensured all of Essex’s top five batsmen 
had gone past 50 with 51 and 76 respectively, 
but Ben Sanderson’s 5-108 did at least prevent 
a truly massive total. 


Essex declared on 441-8 and they were to rip 
through Northants as Ben Duckett, captain 
Alex Wakely, Jake Libby and Richard Levi all 
fell before lunch with just four runs between 
them. 

Wicketkeeper Adam Rossington hung around 
with 67 off 73 balls, but only two other bats¬ 
men made double figures as the visitors were 
skittled for just 119 with the impressive Jamie 
Porter claiming a career-best 5-46. 

Forced to follow-on, Libby and Duckett put 
on 72 for the opening stand in the second 
innings, but wickets were to tumble regularly 
after the former fell on 18. 

Duckett crashed an impressive 58 off 64 
deliveries, but Essex’s attack was relentless 
and Northants’ goose was cooked just after 
lunch on the final day when Graham Napier 
bowled Sanderson.

It’s been an eventful year for 
Northampton Saints prop Paul Hill, 
who went from playing for Yorkshire 
Carnegie in the Championship to 
making his senior England debut in 
the Six Nations in less than 12 months. 

The 21-year-old signed for Saints last 
summer and has had a rapid rise to 
prominence since, winning his first 
England call-up after making just three 
starts in his first season in the 
Premiership. 

Hill is the archetypal old head on 
young shoulders in the scrum - it’s not 
often a prop of his age plays as mature¬ 
ly - while he also provides a good pres¬ 
ence in the loose by crashing over the 
gain line. 

Hill said: “There’s been so many new 
experiences - there was the Premiership 
season, I’ve started with the interna¬ 
tional stuff and they’ve both made it a 
really good season for myself. 

“In the internationals, I could have 
done with a bit more game time, but 
that’s international rugby for you. 

“I’ve come in and I’ve learned off dif¬ 
ferent players. Playing with the best 
players in the Premiership and interna¬ 
tionally, it’s good to be in that environ¬ 
ment, always.” 

Fellow tighthead Kieran Brookes was 
another to arrive at Franklin’s Gardens 
at the start of the season and has since 
become the player Hill competes with 
for a place at club and international 


level. 

But Hill believes the competition is 
driving both players to improve and 
can only be a good thing in the long 
term. 

He said: “I think it’s good for both of 
us that we’re both driving each other as 
players and fighting for a position any¬ 
where is going to keep you on edge. 

“It’s just how it is in rugby - if you’ve 
got someone trying to take your shirt 
constantly, it’s going to make you play 
better.” 

Northampton’s top four hopes were 
effectively ended two weeks ago when 
they were defeated at home 30-24 by 
Feicester Tigers to leave them seven 
points adrift of the play-offs with just 
two games left. 

Fast week, Sale Sharks went above 
them in the table after picking up two 
bonus points in their defeat at Bath, 
who Saints need to defeat at the 
Gardens this weekend if their place in 
next season’s Champions Cup isn’t to 
go up in smoke as well.

He said: “Top six is the minimum for 
us.

“I think we put up a great perfor¬ 
mance against Feicester, but that’s not 
where our downfall was; it was earlier 
in the season against the likes of 
Worcester away, Newcastle away and 
Fondon Irish away. It’s games like that 
that’s shafted us, really.”

“They give me a bit of freedom and I don’t 
have to stay out wide, which I don’t like doing 
anyway. 

“I want to get in the mix, I want to get 


involved. Wherever the ball is I want to travel 
over and get involved. I’m really enjoying my 
football and everything seems to have fallen 
in place here.” 

When it comes to Holmes’ personal Goal of 
the Season competition, Northampton fans 
will have their own favourite, but there can 
only be one winner as far as the man himself 
is concerned. 

“Technically the best goal is [Leyton] Orient, 
with the touch and volley, so I’d put that at 
number one,” he said.

King said: “Dylan is going through all the 
protocols as normal. Fingers crossed, we’ll 
see him again before the end of the season. 

“Whether it’s this weekend, we don’t know 
but hopefully we’ll get him back on the 
pitch as soon as possible.”
